Dispatches fromo Homestead yesterday
reveal a condition of things existing st
#he time of the strike, least expected,
That the strikers had so far criminated
shemselves as to enter upon a scheme to
destroy the lives of men who were will-
img to work by poisoning their food, is
brought oat. It has no parallel in the
history of crime, The next thing to
this in the criminal proceeding of strik-
ers was that outrage at Buffulo, when
swo strikers were caught in the act of
misplacing & switch, and when the
police had just enoogh time to eel it
right before u lightning passenger ex-
press went thundering by. If it had
gone thnndering through the mis-
placed switch to destruction, with its
srain-handes and passengers, the whole
nation would have shoddered at the in-
famous crime.

It Is in such crimea as these in con-
wmection with labor troubles that the
gravest menace appears. It is a serious.
matter o contemplate the spectacle of
a mob arrogating to themselves the
might to defy laws nominslly created by
she sovereign people; but when the ter-
vible act is'performed by taking human
3ife by unsuepected methods, when poi-
son is resorted to, the viclence presages
am element of dauger which stuns the
senwibilitien of law-abiding people, and
ealls for the most excessive punishment
devised by man, and wliere there may
have been an expression of svmpathy
for the misguided leaders and the com-
mon worker whose scanty wages per-
haps were not affected, but who obedi-
ently sabmiited to strike and etarve, the
sentiment rarns to bitter hatred and the

The immigration
problem has been a vexed one for the |
lust thirty-five or forty years. Extreme-
ists have urged an amendment to the
constitution whereby the naturalization
lnws should require an actual residence
of twenty-one years before citizenszhip
{ whould he bertowed on a fureign subject.
| This wue a plank in the old American
party platform. and the same idea pre-
vails with a very large portion oi all
parties. It is believed by many great
statesmen that were this requirement a
inw, that it, within itself, would; prove a
check, and virtoaily stop, to & large de-
grce, the mfux of the objectionable
class of foreigners. The great clamor
for reform has slready sounded the
alarm snd it bhas been hesrd at home
and abroad. All Ewrope looks on it
with dread and regret. As it is deprived
of ridding iteclf uf i1# paopers, its cocial-
igte, ite anucchists, and lastly  its over-
population, it is not to be wondered
that it trembles st the agitation of the
immigration question in America.
